Southeastern  Colorado  Junior  Cattlemen1  led  the  pledge  of 
Alligance.  The  welcome  was  given  by  Lamar  Charrber  of  Commerc 
President,  Kevin  Wailes.  The  Juniors  were  dismissed  to  go 
to  their  meeting. 

Southeast  Colorado  Cowbelle  President  Marilyn  weber 
reported  on  local  Cowbelle  activities  such  as  a brand  board 
that  they  are  placing  in  the  Hickory  House  ftesturant  in  Lamar 
She  then  introduced  the  Colorado  Cowbelle  President,  Iris 
Riley,  who  reported  on  Beef  Promotion,  stock  show  booth, 
and  National  Cowbelle  name  change.  Following  her  talk 
the  ladies  were  excused  to  attend  their  tea. 

Dean  Davis,  Colorado  Cattlemen's  Association  President, 
reported  on  last  falls  local  presidents  meeting,  mid-winter 
convention,  legislation  pertaining  to  agriculture,  new 
check  off  provisions  of  new  farm  bill,  and  NCA  meeting.  He 
stressed  the  importance  of  getting  many  legislative  bills 
killed  in  committee. 

Bob  Rolston,  CCA  Executive  Vice-President  reported 
more  on  ligislation  such  as  mitigation,  farmstead  bill, 
deregulation  of  ag  trucking  that  was  defeated.  Dave  ilice 
spends  as  many  as  18  hours  a day  on  legislative  matters. 

CCA  will  be  the  official  Ag  organization  to  name  the  persons 
to  the  Beef  Promotion  and  Research  committee. 

Jay  Rowe,  Colorado  Brand  Commissioner,  reported  that  the 
Brand  Board  is  stable,  however  inspection  this  fisical  year 
is  down  200,000  head  to  date.  Brand  assessment  will  be 
charged  again  in  January  1987.  it  takes  some  of  this  money 
to  run  the  brand  system  since  the  2£V  inspection  fee  doesn't 
cover  all  of  the  costs.  He  also  reported  that  the  Fair 
Labor  Standards  Act  may  cost  them  more  money  lor  overtime  pay 
At  this  time  there  was  a coffee  break  courtesy  of  the  Feberal 
Land  Bank  and  Production  Credit  Ass'n. 

After  break  Lfike  Schweiterman  of  Helnhold  Commodities 
in  Garden  City,  Kansas  gave  a presentation  on  Ag  Options. 

He  compared  options  to  buying  incurance  on  your  car. 

Chuck  Clapper  of  Kit  Carson  County  Cattlemen's  Ass'n 
urged  everyone  to  attend  the  State  Convention  in  June  at 
Burlington. 

Harold  Yoder  reported  on  membership  and  said  that  he 
would  come  down  and  help  us  again  on  a membership  drive. 

Leonard  Pruett  talked  about  the  new  farm  program  and 
meetings  that  will  be  held  to  explain  the  Conservation 
Reserve  Program 

H.H.  Mendenhall  reported  that  receipts  were  down  and 
that  71%  of  budget  comes  from  membership  dues. 

Corwin  Brown,  CCA  Board  Member,  reported  on  CCA  Ranch 
Rodeo  Contest  and  the  Young  Cattlemen's  Conference  which 
Bent-Prowers  has  Joe  Kasza  and  Pat  Karney  representing  them. 
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Stephanie  Smartt Southeastern  Colorado  Junior 
Cattlemen's  President,  reported  on  her  groups  activities. 

Joe  Hasser,  Prowers  County  Commissioner , talked  more  on 
the  mitigation  issue  and  stated  that  the  Colorado  Counties 
organization  had  gone  on  record  as  opposing  it. 

Mel  Depra,  area  Wildlife  Supervisor,  from  Wiley  gave 
his  comments  on  mitigation,  eost  sharing  of  seed  for 
CR  1-2-4  land,  and  le.se  of  state  land  to  D.O.W.  for  hunting. 

Karen  Turner,  representative  of  Congressman  Brown's  office 
brought  greetings  from  the  congressman  and  reminded  everyone 
of  the  Ag  Seminar  in  Washington  D.C.  in  March.  She  has 
pamphlets  out  fromt  for  anyone  interested. 

President  Sparks  asked  if  everyone  had  read  the  copies 
of  last  years  minutes.  Jim  McMillin  asked  that  paragraph 
6 page  3 the  word  recommendation  should  be  changed  to 
commendation.  Jim  McMillin  moved  and  Lew  Mathews  2nd  a 
motion  to  accept  the  minutes  as  corrected.  Motion  passed. 

Pat  Karney  gave  the  audit  report,  of  which  a copy  is 
attached.  He  moved  its  adoption.  2nd  by  Gene  Keenan.  Motion 
carried .

for  the  control  or  eradication  of  the  increasing  population  of  prairie 
dogs  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  and 

WHEREAS:  Landowners  are  now  more  than  ever  threatened  with  the  loss 

of  production  from  their  lands,  with  the  uncontrollable  population  explosion 
of  prairie  dogs.

Association  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Colorado  change  the  law 
that  prevents  sportsmen,  as  well  as  landowners  from  shooting  prairie  dogs 
and  harmful  varmints  from  within  a vehicle.
